SEEK AN EYE DOCTOR IF 
YOU HAVE HEADACHES 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. - : 


INE out of ten people suffering 

from headache usually think 
first of the eyes as the most likely 
source of their trouble. And while. 
this is n somewhat mistaken Idea, 
it is all to the good if it prompts 
them to seck an cye examination, 
because this should never be 
neglected in cases of persistent 
headache, 


As a matter of fact, while eye- 


‘strain can produce headache, it is 


one of the ess common causes. 
There are, however, some very scri- 
ous disorders of the-eyes in which 
headache is a prominent symptom.

Recommendations To 
Western Allies 


London, Jan. 11. — The 
Governments of Britain, France, 
the United States, and. the Bene- 
lux countries have received the 
recommendations of a six-power 
Working Party which recently 
met in Paris to advise on minor 
frontier claims of the Western 
Allies on Germany, it was learn- 
ed. today.

Expensive Aerial... Survey 


- Of Himalayan State To 
Be Carried Out 


’ London, Jan. 11.—Nepal, the remote Himalayan 
State, is about to be surveyed from the air at a cost 
running into hundreds of thousands of pounds. 

The Air Surveys Company of India, Limited, a 
subsidiary of the Fairey Aviation Company, which 
has been mapping the Indian sub-continent for 25 
years and has so far covered 265,000 square miles, 
starts work in a few days on the most difficult tas 


in its history. 


This is to complete a topographical 
map of 29,000 square miles of 
catchment arens of the three main 
rivers of. the Gurkha country. 

An alr survey expedition, believed 
to be the most complete ever to 
leave Englnnd,, takes off from an 
aerodrome jn Berkshire on January 
35. Its equipment Includes air 
cameras, processing machinery and 
mapping apparatus, welghing moro 
than half a ton. 


A LONG JOB 

A. Dakota is being used as the 
transport nircraft. It is hoped -to 
complete the aerial topography in 
two flying seasons (14 months) but 
the ground staff of cartographers and 
others, patiently piccing the 
photographs together into sclentifical~ 
ly accurate scale maps, are likely to 
require two ond a half years to finish 
thelr job. i
